, SAN FRANCISCO, March 
Death lurking .a* night oa a lonely 
curve in Niles canyon yesterday wrote 
a more tragic ahd mysterious termi- 
nation. to the life of Honrer Eon Flint 
San Jose author, than any he ever 
conceived as an internationally known 
short story writer. 


His body found by farmers early 


tOday under a. wrecked. automobile, 
was

A few hours later officers and 
relatives from San Jose identified the 
dead man positively as Flint, the 
author of “The Gréater Miracle,” 
which Edward O'Brien, British critic, 
declared was one of the best short 
stories published in the English lan- 
guage in 1922. 


Flint engaged the automobile of 
L. S. Handley, Oakland chauffeur, 
Wednesday nigitt, and forced’ the 
driver out of the car at the point 
of a gun in the Dublin canyon, ac- 
cording to a statement given to the 
Oakland sheriff's office yesterday. 


Handley walked five miles to a tele- 
phone and reported thé robbery to 
Alameda officers a couple of hours 
later. 


In the car beside the dead Mand building will be two. stories high, 90
